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TO INTENDING EMIGRANTS. 

Men used to farm work who are anxious to 
make a home for themselves are those to 
whom this district offers the greatest induce- 
ments. Capital is not 80 necessary as intelli- 
gence and energy. Any man whe has these 
two qualities ina high degree can make a 
start on very small capital and do well. At 
the same time laboring men—that is men 
who are simply looking for wages and not a 
home—are not in demand here and can prob: 
ably do as well elsewhere. There is a good 
deal of work of one kind and another going 
on from time to time and wages are good, 
but there are generally plenty of men making 
a start on farms and having no capital who 
require all the work and wages going to help 
them along. The settler should have to start 
with, a yoke of oxen or span of horses; 9 
wagon, plow, and harrows, cash enough’ to 
supply him with’seed and food for at least a 
year; and if hehas any more money let him 
put it into young sows. Such an outfit can 
be bought in Edmonton probably as cheaply 
as it can be purchased elsewhere, but if the 
farmer in the east has such an outfit of hi8 
own the colonist railway rates are so low that 
it will pay him to bring it through to Calgary 
by train and then drive over land to Edmon- 
ton. While this district offers special advan’ 
tages to settlers with small capital, those of 
larger capital will also find advantages suit- 

able to their means in the line of stock rais* 
ing. Stock and dairy farms carrying from 
100 to 500 head of cattle can be established 
in hundreds of localities throughout the 
district, specially suited to that industry; 
where it can be carried on with greater cer- 
tainty and far greater profic than on the 
boasted ranges of the south. As the cattle 
are full fed all the year round they grow to 
greater size and have better beef, more deli- 
cate and better bred animals can be reared, 
being corralled at least all winter they are

In 1887 they threshed 2,600 weighed 
bushels of oats from 26} measured acres, & 
yield of 1014 bushels to the acre. The oats 
weighed 424 pounds to the measured bushel. 
In 1888 they threshed 3,262 bushels of barley 
from 55 acres, a yield of 59 bush.17 lbs. to the 
acre; four acres of wheat yielded 168 bushels, 
42 bushels to the acre; and 42 acres of oats 
yielded 4,123 bushels or 98 bushels to the 
acre. Of the oats, however one field of 15} 
acres yielded 1,758 bushels, or 1134 bushels to 
the acre.

EDMONTON DISTRICT. 


The following evidence taken from the ex- 
perience of ptactical men regarding this dis-

Edmonton, was 
suited with the country, went back to Medi- 
cine Hat and brought family and effects 
across country to Edmonton, crossing the 
railway at Gleichen. Found the land better 
north than south of the Red Deer. Took up 
land at Edmonton. Is satistied that the soil 
of Edmonton is the richest he has seen in 
the Dominion. Besides there is plenty of 
water, and coal and timber for all purposes. 
The summer growth is good. Although last 
winter was reckoned severe, he considered it 
the most pleasant he had spent in the last 
eleven years. Cattle came through the 
winter tter than. they generally do in 
Ontario, owing to the absence of wet and of 
storms.

He now 
ownsa farm at St. Albert with houses and out- 
buildings, another at Sturgeon river also 
with houses and outbuildings and a cattle 
_farm north of St. Albert, 2,000 acresin all, of 
which 800 are under cultivation. He hasa 
full stock of farm machinery and implements, 
including thresher and self-binders, etc., 
costing $7,000, over 200 head of cattle and 
30 horses. His whole property is valued at 
$25,000. 


Ropert MCKERNAN, of South Side, came 
from of the village Richmond, County of 
Carlton, Ontario. Farmed near Richmond 
six years. Came to Hay lakes 35 miles south 
east of Edmonton in ’77 to work on the gov- 
ernment telegraph line. Sold outin Ontario 
for $1,700.

houses and outbuildings. Considers the soil 
at Edmonton very much more fertile than in 
Nova Scotia and more fruitful, and the 
climate more pleasant and healthful as well. 
There is every opportunity at Edmonton for 
the industrious man to make a comfortable 
home for himself; very much better oppor- 
tunities than exist in Nova Scotia. 

THos. HENDERSON of Edmonton, was rais- 
ed in County of Oxford, Ontario, near town 
of Ingersoll. Went to British Columbia in 
‘72 and settled at Maple Ridge on the Fraser 
river, New Westminister district. Bought 
150 acres of land of which 100 was timbered 
and 50 overflowing meadow. Farmed for 
seven years. Then had house and barn, and 
30 acres chopped and_ partly cleared, a small 
orchard and a little land under cultivation. 
Came to Edmonton by way of Jasper Pass in 
1880. Farmed for three years and then re- 
moved to town in order to benear a school 
and engaged in gardening and dairying and 
latterly beekeeping.

For fruit raising the coast is good but for 
farming aman can be further ahead in six 
years at Edmonton thanin 50 years there, 
and not work as hard. For stock raising 
and dairying there is no comparison. Con- 
siders Edmonton a better dairying district 
than Oxford, Ontario, or any part of British 
Columbia. 

Regarding beekeeping Mr. Henderson and 
J. Knowles imported a swarm each of Italian 
bees from Niagara, Ontario, in June of 1888. 
These swarms gave two swarins each and 
vielded 40 pounds of rte te honey. The 
summer was very wet and honey abundant. 
Mr. Henderson wintered his three swarms in 
shelter above ground and lost one; Mr. 
Knowles wintered bis in a cellar and lost 
none. The bees began to gather honey on 
March 31st of 1889, but the winter had been 
mild and the spring was wonderfully early. 
They imported two more swarms each in 
1889 and these with the increase during the 
season gave 20 strong swarms to go intu the 
winter of 1889-90. The summer of 1889 was 
very dry and there was a poor crop of honey, 
but the bees gathered enough for themselves 
and gave a surplus of 100 pounds. They 
were wintered in acellar and have come 
through strong and with no loss. No dark 
colored honey is gathered here and there is 
abundance to be had. The bees begin to 
gather frem the poplar and willow buds 
which come out from the lst to the 25th of 
April, and continue gathering until about 
September 15th as there is such an abund- 
ance and variety of honey bearing plants. 
There is a longer honey season here than in 
Ontario and a more abundant supply. 

E. Brosseau, of St. Albert, was born in 
Laprairie, Quebec, was a soldier in the 
union army in the American war; came from 
the mines of British Columbia by way of 
Peace river in '75. Commenced farming at 
St. Albert then and continued until 1888, 
Had no capital to start with. When leaving 
the farm to start store he had 355 acres of 
land with houses and outbuildings and over 
100 acres under cultivation. Stock and 
implements of a total value with the land of 
$8,000. He never had a crop failure. 

Gro. GAGNon of St. Albert road was born 
in St. Hennedine, Dorchester County, Quebec. 
Came to Edmonton from the mines of 
British Columbia in 1875 and engaged in 
farming. His total capital was $200. He 
now has 640 acres of land with 75 acres under 
cultivation, houses, ontbuildings and farm 
machinery. Fifteen horses, 27 bead horned 
cattle, 24 sheep, 20 hogs.

Cortes of the bill amending the Northwest 
Territories act arrived last mail. The 
amendments are chiefly to improve the read- 
ing of the act and to strike out a number of 
clauses regarding matters which it is intend- 
ed the assembly shall hereafter deal with. 
For the first time the powers of the assembly 
are defined by statute. Hitherto they have 
been granted merely by order-in-council. It 
is unfortunate that the definition has not 
been as clearin all cases as in those regard- 
ing the dual language question and the 
liquor question, and also regarding the 
appointment of deputy clerks of the court 
and deputy sheriffs. Under the provisions 
introduced regarding deputy clerks and 
deputy sheriffs the Northwest assembly is 
clearly given power to remove the disabilities 
which these deputies in the districts of 
Edmonton, Medicine Hat and Battleford 
hitherto labored under. The paragraph re- 

rding the dual language is on the lines of 

ir John Thompson's amendment. Regard- 
ing the survey of old trails, it is provided 
that such trails are subject to any rights 
acquired under patents for any lands crossed 
thereby. The bill does not touch the ques- 
tion as to the control of funds. 


THE papers arriving by last mail give no 
indication of any very serious rupture in 
Manitoba politics. The premier Mr. Green- 
way wasmade a handgoine present on the 
occasion of his 52nd birthday, Isaac Camp- 
bell made the presentation and Messrs, Gillies 
of the English opposition and A. F. Martin 
of the French expressed their pleasure at 
being able to assist on the occasion. Joseph 
Martin’s resignation from the cabinet did not 
occur until the close of the session and as far 
as can be gathered it was for purely personal 
reasons. The Free Press has a number of 
startling but contradictory theories on the 
subject, and gives Mr, Martin a great deal of 
unmerited abuse, but that is all.

That, this is the richest coal district. 

That, there are large timber limits. 

That, this is a rich mineral district. 

That, the North Saskatchewan River which 
runs by our doors, is a good navigable one, 


and inlet, in addition to which a large num- 
ber of our settlers every summer, get quite 
an income from it, by washimg for gold, 
which any one can easily learn how to do. 
Last year (1889) our settlers took out $20,000 
in gold dust. 

That to the North of us, is the great Peace 
and Mackenzie River Country, which is 
known tobe the richest unworked mineral 
district in America. Before long av immense 
market forall our flour, bacon, etc., will be 
found there. 

That Northern Alberta is the highway 
through which the new transcontinental 
Railway will ran to the Pacific Coast, via 
Jasper Pass, thus giving us another market 
for our grain and produce, with whom Mani- 
toba, or any other portion of the Territories 
cannot compete, as we are so much closer. 
The Jasper, or Yellow Head Pass, is the 
most accessible pass there is. Neither the 
American, or Canadian Pacific Railways, have 
anything like it. 

Finally —,Northern Alberta has the best of 
schools, which receive a very literal help 
from the Dominion government. That two 
railways from Calgary, und two from the 
east, are now heading this way. Railway 
communication will thus be a thing of the 
near future, the want of which, at the mom- 
ent, is the only draw back to Northern 
Alberta.
